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The  President's  Report  for  1943 


The  Association’s  twenty-sixth  year  has  passed  and  also  its  second  war  year. 
It  has  not  been  as  successful  as  1942  in  either  attendance  or  membership  but  we 
have  carried  on  with  a certain  degree  of  normalcy. 

The  monthly  meetings  and  field  trips  have  been  held,  "The  Gull”  issued  and 
the  Association  has  taken  action  on  Conservation  measures  as  they  appeared  from 
time  to  time.  "The  Gull”  and  other  bird  literature  has  been  distributed  to  the 
Armed  Services.  Several  members  have  held  field  trips  and  given  motioin  picture 
performances  for  the  Army  and  Navy.  Help  was  given  in  the  banding  of  ducks 
at  Lake  Merritt,  Oakland;  also  an  investigation  of  the  water  bird  sanctuary  viola- 
tions of  that  area,  with  consequent  recommendations.  We  contributed  to  the  West 
Point  Club  of  the  Mount  Tamalpais  District  to  help  conserve  the  area  for  post-war 
enjoyment. 

We  had  thirteen  field  trips  with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty-eight.  We 
invited  the  Sierra  Club  Nature  Section  to  join  with  us  on  two  occasions.  These 
outings  have  proved  that  well  conducted  field  trips  are  one  of  the  most  important 
functions  of  the  Association. 

Junior  and  student  memberships  have  not  increased  but  general  enrollment 
has  held  well.  We  had  the  privilege  of  placing  Mrs.  Joseph  Grinnell  on  the  honor- 
ary list.  The  year  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  several  members  including  Mr. 
E.  L.  Sumner  and  past  president  James  Moffitt. 

May  I take  this  time  to  thank  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  editor  of  "The  GulL 
and  members  of  the  Association  for  their  help  this  past  year.  It  has  been  a pleasure 
to  work  with  them  for  the  Society’s  good. 

With  Victory  in  sight  let  us  go  forward  with  our  new  officers  into  the  new 
year,  closing  our  ranks  for  greater  strength  so  that  we  may  expand  in  the  future.

Christmas  Census  in  the  South  Pacific 

From  an  island  in  the  South  Pacific,  Commander  T.  E.  Reynolds  has  written 
that  he  occupied  Christmas  morning  by  making  a little  unofficial  bird  census.  His 
companions  were  Ensign  L.  L.  Schramm,  of  Portland,  Oregon,  and  Henry  A. 
Hjersman,  formerly  of  the  California  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  San  Francisco. 
His  letter  states,  "What  we  saw  and  where  we  saw  it  seems  to  be  a military  secret, 
though  in  my  opinion  not  one  that  would  be  highly  coveted  by  the  enemy.  I re- 
cently made  an  interesting  climb  to  a mountain  peak  with  an  ornithologist  from 
Boston,  Lt.  James  Greenway.  I have  also  met  Dr.  Frederick  Ludwig,  who  has  been 
collecting  specimens  for  the  museum  of  the  University  of  Michigan. ” 
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January  Field  Trip 


The  January  Field  Trip  on  Sunday  the  sixteenth,  covered  the  campus  and  near- 
by regions  profitably  and  pleasantly.  The  weather  was  right  for  walking  and  right 
for  birds.  We  kept  active  to  keep  warm,  to  search  out  all  the  birds  of  the  place, 
and  to  keep  that  luncheon  date  at  the  Myer’s!  Birds  were  plentiful  and  very  much 
on  the  move.  It  was  positively  a grand  day. 

For  the  morning  walk  the  party  was  divided  into  four  groups  with  Mrs.  Junea 
Kelly,  Mr.  Donald  Brock,  Mr.  Herman  Leffier  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Harwell  as  leaders. 
The  campus  and  Strawberry  Canyon,  including  the  Botanical  Gardens  were  covered 
thoroughly.  Enroute  we  met  Mr.  Brighton  C.  Cain  with  his  hiking  Scouts  who  had 
covered  the  Big  "C”  Hill,  and  I include  two  species  they  observed  on  these  upper 
slopes  which  we  missed.  These  were  Varied  Thrush  and  Hutton  Vireo. 

A traditional  gathering  for  lunch  at  the  home  of  president  and  Mrs.  Arthur 
Myer  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  day’s  experiences.  After  sandwiches,  coffee, 
cookies  and  candies,  we  compiled  our  master  check  list  of  the  morning,  greeted  our 
twelve  guests,  and  swapped  birding  experiences.  We  then  divided  into  two  groups 
to  visit  Lake  Temescal  and  the  Berkeley  Aquatic  Park  region.  The  lake  group  was 
somewhat  disappointed  because  so  many  youngsters  were  boating  that  birds  were 
very  scarce.

Gull,  Ring-billed  Gull,  Bonaparte  Gull,  Savannah  Sparrow. 

The  following  three  species  were  observed  at  Lake  Temescal,  and  not  in  the 
other  localities: 

Pied-billed  Grebe,  Baldpate,  Pintail. 

The  English  Sparrow  was  the  only  bird  observed  both  at  the  Aquatic  Park 
and  on  the  Campus.  Total  species  for  the  day  was  fifty-six.

Some  of  the  members  brought  up  the 
question  of  the  advisability  of  curtail- 
ment of  the  activities  of  the  society,  due 
to  wartime  conditions.  The  opinions 
disclosed  the  fact  that  there  is  enough 
interest  and  enthusiasm  among  the 
membership  to  justify  the  continuance 
of  the  present  policies,  namely,  the 
monthly  meetings,  field  trips,  and  pub- 
lication of  THE  GULL.  Even  though 
the  prognosis  is  favorable,  the  whole- 
hearted cooperation  of  the  entire  mem- 
bership will  be  required  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  the  year  ahead.
